Nortoni represented United Rail- 
ways and Charles W. Bates appeared 
for Seaman. The motion was over- 
ruled, 

Among the parts of the petition 
which the Court was asked to strike 
out were all references to the mill 
tax and to the indictment of Bruce 
Cameron, the company’s superinten- 
dent of transportation, on a charge 
of causing the theft of referendum 
‘petitions. 

“Why didn’t the defendants file 
this motion instead of the motion to 
dismiss, which I heard some time 
ago and overruled?’ asked Judge 
Dyer. “That involved a good deal 
of work, and it seems that I already 
have decided that the petition con- 
tains sufficient matter for a cause of 
action. 

Attempt to Cause Deies. 

“TI don’t know anything about the 
mill tax, but I think anything that 
might be offered in evidence about it 
might well be heard by the Court. 
I also know nothing about the indict- 
ment of an official of the company 
or about the theft of the petitions, 
but it seems to me that if the com- 
pany set aside a fund to finance 
theft, that would be something on 
which evidence could be submitted. 

“IT have no patience with this man- 
ner of litigation. It is an attempt to 
cause delay.’’ 

On orders from the Judge to “hur- 
ry up” the arguments were brief.

“ ‘It is, however, obvious that pub- 
licity with regard to the preliminary 
conversations now proceeding must 
be subject. to the limitations neces- 
sarily imposed by the difficult and 
delicate nature of their object. The 
proceedings of a peace conference 
are far more analogous to the meet- 


ings of cabinet than: to those of a | 


legislature. Nobody has ever sug- 
gested that Cabinet meetings should 


be held in public, and if they were 

so held the work of government 

would become impossible. ' 
Cabinets in Private. 


“One reason why cabinets are held 
in private is in order that differences 
may be reconciled and agreements 
reached before the stage of publicity 
is begun. The essence of the demo- 
cratic method is not that the delib- 
erations of a government be conduct- 
ed in public but that its conclusions 
be subject to the consideration of a 
popular chamber and to free and 
open discussion on the platform and 
by the press. 

‘Representatives of the allies and 
associated Powers are holding con- 
versations in order to solve ques- 
tions which affect the vitai interests 
of many nations and upon which 
they may at present hold many di- 
verse views. These deliberations 


cannot proceed by the method of a 
majority vote.

PARIS, Jan. 17.~<-Ralph Pulitzer, 
publisher of the N York World, 
who is leaving for New York tomor- 
row, has given meithe following 

statement: 

“Today, on the éve of the peace 
conference, the allied governments 


| are suffering all the vicissitudes’ of 


victory. The solidarity of a common 
danger has departed. 

“The joint instinct of seif-preser- 
vation has given place to conflicting 
aims of self-aggrandizements: The 
vanities, cupidities and pugnacities 
which masquerade as ‘national asp!i- 
rations’ are seething beneath the se- 
renity of the Quai d’Orsay. 

“If the peace conference is al- 
lowed to remain a conference be- 
tween governments instead of be- 
tween peoples it is apt to degenerate 
into a saturnalia of statesmanship 
which will crown a war to end war 
with a peace to end peace. 

“Three forces are laboring for such 
a sinister peace: (1) The Bourbonism 
of politicians, instinctive or oppor- 
tunist, playing for advancement on 
the Chauvenism of the people; (2) 
the mater‘alism of industrial and 
commercial circles appealing to the 
business classes; (3) the militarism 
of professional soldiers, appealing to 
pride of fear of impehialism and jin- 
goes.

Importance of Feeding Germany. 

“As a league of nations is the 
paramount principle, pressing for 
quick adoption, so a modification of 
the food embargo on Germany and 
her allies is the most urgent policy. 
While the majority of the allied 
Governments are considering justice 
in terms of retribution to Germany, 
they are paltering with a condition 
which threatens them all alike— 
just and unjust, victors and van- 
quished. 

“What is the use of a.painstaking 
research into the dividing line be- 
tween malnutrition and starvation in 
Germany? It is not going to pla- 
cate a hungry stomach to prove to 
it statistically that it is undernour- 
ished but not famished. Nor will a 
man who feels as if he and his fam- 
ily are starving be dissuaded from 
discontent and disorder by proving 
to him that his hunger is but a just 
punishment for his sins. As long as 
the German people_feel hungry and 
fear that-organized government is 
unable to relieve that hunger, they 
are likely to become the dupes of 
organized anarchy which beckons to 
them from Russia. : 

“The present allied policy is noth- 
ing more or less than isolating a

“The apparent victory of the Ebert 
Government over the  Bolshevist 
group does not prove that the spirit 
of order is more powerful than the 
spirit of hunger in Germany. It ap- 
pears to demonstrate, on the con- 
trary, that Ebert was saved by the 
popular belief that his Government 
would be able to secure allied food 
for the people and that the Spartacan 
group would not. Disappoint that 
belief and who can tell to what ex- 
tremes reaction may carry Germany? 

“A third problem that faces the al- 
lies is the Russian problem itself. It 
seems to me that just as a league 
of nations, which many want to put 
last, should come first; so the Rus- 
sian problem, which is now discussed 
as coming first, might well come last. 
With Germany offered food for the 
present and some degree of hope for 
the future by the letter and spirit of

Preparing Petitions for Im- 
mediate Circulation. 


Petitions for the recall of Mayor 
Kiel will be circulated by the Citi- 
zen’s Referendum League as a result 
_of the mill tax-franchise deal by 


“which the Mayor has recognized the 


validity of all the United Railways 
franchises until 1939. } 
The Executive Committee of the 
“Citizens’ Referendum League, meet- 
ing last evening at its offices in the 
Pontiac Building, instructed the sec- 
retary to have the necessary blanks 
printed at once. It was announced 


that 1600 men. when the petitions 
are ready within a few days, will be- 
gin soliciting signatures of voters to 
the recall petitions. S. H. Laws, 
member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the league, predicted that the 
required number of signatures, 33,- 
486, could be obtained within a week 
or 10 days. 

As the first step in bringing about 
public interest in the recall move- 
ment, the Citizens’ Referendum 
League called a public meeting to be 
held at 2:15 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon at Central Library, Fourteenth 
and Olive streets. 

The Referendum Petitions. 

Preliminary arrangements for the 
circulation of petitions were placed 
in a subcommittee, with full power

The Citizens’ Referendum League, 
it will be remembered, was the or- 
ganization which obtained sufficient 
signatures for a referendum vote 
upon the recent United Railways 
franchise granted by the Board of 
Aldermen and Mayor Kiel. These 
petitions were stolen by a burglar, 
and Bruce Cameron, superintendent 
of the United Railways, was indict- 
ed on a charge of implication in the 
. burglary. Popular indignation at the 
theft of petitions was such that the 
Referéndum. League was able to ob- 
tain in two days sufficient signatures 
to replace the stolen petitions. This 
franchise, as is known, was later re- 
jected by the United Railways and 
repealed by the Board of Aldermen 
before a referendum election could 


be held. 
Grant Urges Action. 

Nils Grant of the Lindenwood Im- 
provement Association, who is presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Referendum 
League, said that he had already ex- 
- pressed his view as a private citizen 
of the Mayor's activities in behalf of 
the United Railways Co:, and that 
as an officer of the league he be- 
Neved that it was the duty of the or- 
ganization to take action. 

Haller Said to Favor Recall. 

Grant said that he had met Alder- 
man Julius Haller after the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen yesterday 
afternoon and that Haller had told 
him that the aldermanic meeting was 
the “rottenest” proceeding he had 
ever gone through. Haller told him, 
Grant said, that President Aloe 
would not appoint him to the com- 
Mittee to investigate the Mayor's 
compromise agreement because Aloe 
knew that he was in favor of having 
the Mayor recalled. 

. Felix P. Lawrence of the Chou- 

teau-Lindell Improvement Associa- 
tion, after it had been suggested that 
legal action should be taken to have 
the Mayor's action invalidated, said 
that could be done in time, but that 
the most important thing to do now 
Was to recall the Mayor.
